Christopher K. Scheks;

e Reinforcements shall be made in accordance and consistent with the structural analysis
report and modification drawings prepared by GPD Engineering and Architecture dated
December 23, 2015 and stamped by Christopher K. Scheks; and

e Within 45 days following completion of the equipment installation, Verizon shall provide
documentation certified by a Professional Engineer that its installation complied with the
recommendations of the structural analysis.
